Another slave man, Sixo, dares to be burnt alive and other slaves 
are hanged, brutally treated and sold for others. Sethe, the slave woman’s compromises to be a slave tends to be the 
breathtaking views about the existence of humanity. The character Beloved, Sethe’s daughter appears as ghost because she 
is killed by her own mother. In order to safeguard the daughter from the cruel masters, Sethe finds ‘Death’ as the only 
solution and weapon to fight with the misfortunes. She endures the pains of slavery for which she resolute to ban the entry 
of her daughter. The illusionary vision of her daughter follows her throughout to emphasis the pain of being away from the 
child, which has to be cared and nurtured for the future generation. Even Beloved seems too long for the care that is denied 
to every one of the slaves who are portrayed in the novel. Though Beloved appears as ghost, she reminds all the readers 
that the humanity is surviving everywhere as an illusion, but the realization of it rarely identified. The mortal beings 
become immortal only when they have compassion and sympathy towards the fellow human beings. 

The crucial masters of the novel envision the conflicts of beast and God in the world. The description of her 
abduction by slave traders is highly deteriorating the core values of the humanity, where Sethe remains helpless and weak 
in the hands of the abductors. Her face never saw the images of her mother, Father and her daughter. 

Sethe and also the other characters even fear for even the visitors who arrive home because of their unsafe 
circumstances. The humanity, in general, is lost in the thought of abducting fellow human beings and making them slaves 
under the tough and cruel masters. Evidently, Beloved has the visit of the Edward Bodwin and he was perceived as a slave 
catcher. The survival of human beings becomes the non endurable process in the world, where fellow humans are 
compelled by these hard masters to control them.
